One may not have iniicli money to sj)«nd on 


the developiiNMit of his home plain1. But whoever raises line trees, 
shrubs and' flowers, ^ives pleasure to all his townspeople. And 
all oan help maintain that order wliidi is the foundation of all 
beauty. 


To .secure a to\\'n of this kind takes constant efl'ort and vig- 


ilance.- The "-cjieraJ run of people are careless, and they are very 
busy. 
If a few people on a street are 'indifferent about maintain- 


ing order, the 'bad example infects the whole neighborhood. 


.So there needs to be' a persistent campaign to create higher 


.standards of care of the exterior of homes and public places. The 
desire'should be cultivated for such improvements as will beautify 
the community and all its dealings. 


Higher standards of care are necessary than formerly if a 


community is to acquire a reputation for an attractive appearance. 
A .stream of automobile visitors comes through from early spring 
to winter. If the peo|rle of this community arc slow to clean up 
their grounds and remove rubbish, if there is a general condition 
of'neglect, no one of these visitors will have much to say in favor 
of Newark. 
But if the spring clean-up work is thoroughly done: 


if there is a general appearance of neatness and care, the word 
will be passed in every town within 100 miles that Newark is one 
of the best-looking places in the state.

If the people are active in planting trees and shrubbery, work- 


ing to-beautify their homes and streets, that fact will make its 
impression on a wide area of country. The word will go around 
that iii a- few yciw-s Newark- is going 1o be the finest place in this 
section, from the way the people are taking hold 'to make improve- 
ments. 


, A few years ago Newark had an annual spring clean-up. A 


day was set aside and by proclamation the people were invited to 
clean up their premises and place the ruMush near the curbstone 
where it was carted away. 
By all working at the same time the 


thing became contagious and the whole town was put in good 
order. Why not resume the Spring clean-up? Mayor Atherton, 
can't you start something that will result in a general clean-up of 
Newark? Another thing—can't AVC have trash receptacles placed 
in the downtown district and the people induced to use them instead 
of throwing rubbish into the streets? Yesterday morning flying- 
papers and trash from stores were seen all about the public 
square. What impression does such a condition make upon vis- 
itors? A little systematic care and attention will make the streets 
attractive instead of disgraceful.

Textile Workers on Strike 


at Lawrence, Defy Police 
Sent to Quell Disorder. 
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Lawrence, ;\lass.. April 7.—Riotm; 
marked by promiscuous firing by strike 
sympathizers and police opened, the 
tenth week of the textile strike here 
today. 
The outbreak occurred in the 
vicinity of thf. Kverett mills shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock a few hours after the city 
had been stirred by the explosion of ,i 
bomb in a tenement house in the same 
neighborhood. Early reports indicated 
that no one .was wounded by the shoot. 
ing 'altfiouglf several rioters ahcl ptfli'Je 
men were injured by sticks, stones anr 
clubs. 


The rioting started when a few strike 
sympathizers began throwing stones at 


ll windows and then shifted their at- 
tack to policemen who sought to <juiet 
:hem. The crowd grew rapidly and the 
iittle squad of officers called for re- 
serves, City Marshal Timothy O'Brien 
responded with a large force and read 
the riot act. 
.Then the police finding their clubn 


ineffective drew their pistols and their 
shots were answered by others from the 
crowd. . Alen and women- also appeared 
Jit windows with missiles. 
The rioting occurred at Common -ind 


Xewbury streets where there are many 
tenement houses. 
The crowd soiisrh't

among the buildings. • taking 
with them those who had been injured 
by the officers clubs. 
Windows of the houses and the Ever- 
ett mill were broken. This plant was 
closed soon after the strike for 54-hours 
pay for 48 hours work was inaugurated 
and h;)K not been reopened.

Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Frank E. Masterson, v/ho 
were deaf and dumb, caught the meaning of the warning too late and 
the family of three met tragic deaths, when the motorcycle ifi which 
they were riding collided with an automobile near Coliimbnsj, Sunday 
afternoon.

Frank E. Masterson; 46; his wife Hasei 28, and little datijjMir 


Grace, living at 195 Wilson street, wei-e in the party. They left here 
Saturday night to:go to Columbus to spend Saturday and Sunday 
with friends. The accident' happened east of Columbus, Sunday: aft- 
ernoon, as they were returning home. 


Masterson was driving the motorcycle, while his wife and daugh- 


ter rode in a side-car attachment. In descending a grade east of Co- 
lumbus, near the Columbus Country club, Masterson is said to have 
driven the motorcycle against the side of an automobile driven by J. 
Porter Davis, treasurer of the Scioto Valley Supply company. Har- 
riett Davis, 6, his daughter, also was so seriously injured that little 
hope is entertained for her recovery.

In the accident the motorcycle was demolished and the touring 


car damaged. In the Davis party were Mr. and Mrs. .Davis, their 
daughter, and two other passengers. When they reached the side of 
the motorcycle Masterson and wife were found dead, lying under'the 
debris. The little girl was placed in a passing auto but died in a fevsr 
seconds. 


The force of the collision shattered thd windshield of the Davis 


car and a large piece of the glass struck the Davis girl, cuttiHgj her 
throat and just missing the jugular vein. She was rushed to Grant 
hospital in another machine and an operation was performed remov- 
ing the particles of-jdass. Her condition is critical, due to the loss
